ATTEMPT TO SHOUT DOWN A 


MINISTER. 

Mr. Blythe began his speech at Latton by 
saying to the NEAD that at the time 
of a general election they had an opportunity 
of expressing their views, either by noise as 
they were doing now, or at the poll. 

Here the Minister's voice was drowned by 
the noise which came from a large section of 
the meeting. That the audience was not all 
of one mind was apparent from the fact that 
the Civic Guards had to intervene when a 
fight took place on the outskirts of the crowd. 
This drew off some of the interrupters for a 
brief period, but as the combatants were 
separated the interrupters returned and con- 
tinued the noise and a running fire of 
comment. i 

One persistent interrupter shouted—'' Go 
back to Belfast, and preach against the 
Catholics again. You will not get a vote 


here. 

Mr. Blythe said that he did not think that 
there was any great desire on the part of the 
people to break up the Free State. 

Cries of ‘‘ Up Redmond.” : 

Mr. Blythe asked what was Captain 
Redmond’s policy. He continued to speak 
amid further noise and confusion, when some- 
one cried out loudly—‘t Up De Valera.” 

They were told, continued Mr. Blythe, that 
Captain Redmond’s policy was to abolish 
partition. How could that be done? In his 
opinion the only way that partition could be 
brought to an end was by making such use 
of the powers that they had to promote effi- 
ciency, so that the Free State would prosper. 
They were not going to promote prosperity 
by attempting to prevent people from coming 
forward and expressing their views. (Disorder, 
and a voice: “ Up De Valera.’’) 

Mr. Blythe said that a considerable im- 
provement had been made during the last 
three years. Nothing better could happen 
for the country than five years more of the 
present Government. He believed that the 
sane and sensible majority of the people 
would come out in the coming election and 
vote for taking advantage of every power in 
the Treaty in the interests of the country. 

The Government, he said, had carried on 
the two-fold policy of retrenchment and de- 
velopment. 

He then dealt with the constructive work 
of the Government, and, amid further in- 
terruptions, pointed out that the people could 
go to the polling booths during the election 
and vote for whomever they liked. 

STONE FLUNG AT A SPEAKER, 

Mr. P. Duffy, T.D., who was received with 
much noise and boohing, stood smiling at his 
interrupters for some time. ‘‘God forbid,” 
he cried, “that such people should form the 
Government of this country.”’ e people, 
he added, wanted freedom, but denied the 
right of free speech. They were a disgrace 
to the name Irishman. Two of the in- 
terrupters, he said, were ‘‘lifting’’ Govern- 
ment grants. 

At this point a stone was thrown in the 
direction of the speaker. 

Mr. Duffy said that he was not afraid of 
stones, or guns either. He asked the people 
of Latton to prevent themselves from being 
trampled upon by yoting for the Govern- 
ment. There was no alternative Government 
to take its place. (Boohs.) 

Mr. E. Kelly said that the demonstration 
there was the best thing that could happen 
for the present Government. They had there 
displayed the mentality of the men who 
wanted to turn out the Government and put 
in men of their own type. (Uproar.) 

At the close of this meeting a large pro- 
portion of the crowd drifted over to listen 
to the arguments of Mr. .Denis Nyhan, 
nationa] teacher, an Independent Labour can- 
didate, who was heard without interruption.

Trish butter 
was not getting top price in Britdin, net be- 
cause good butter was not being exported, 
but hecanse a large quantity of inforior 
butter was being sent out, and a d price 
could not he obtained. The only way to 
remedy that was to see that first-rate butter 
was exported. Then Irish butter would be 
in the same position as Irish eggs. These

O’'SULLIVAN AND A. 
DANGER TO THE STATE. 
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This corporation would have the power of 
taising up to seven and a half million pounds 
for loans to farmers for productive ses, 
to creameries, and to credit societies, Where 
creameries carried on business in seeds, feed- 
ing stuffs, manures, they would by this means 
be enabled to give reasonable credit to 
farmers. 
It would also advance money to farmers for 
the raw materials of farming. It would give 
loans to men who wanted to bus live stock. 
artificial. manures, seeds, agricultural imple 
ments, or to put up a barn. It would give 
terms that were more favourable to small 
farmers than the present Board of Works 
loans. These loans would meet one of the 
most pressing needs of agriculture at present 
One of the most satisfactory ways giving 
credit to small farmers was the chattel 
mortgage system to be adopted under this 
scheme. This enabled the farmer to give a 
mortgage on his stock. Hitherto he could 
oy give a mortgage on his land. 

oice—You want no mortgage on them, 
because they are in the hands of the 
“ grippers.” (Laughter.) | 

PROVIDING EMPLOYMENT. 

Mr. Blythe, continuing, said that they were 
also dealing with the promotion of industries. 
This was important to everyone, not merely 
in the towns, but in the countryside. The 
land could not be further sub-divided, because 
there was no more land to divide. They must 
pos employment for their young people 

y promoting indastries. “ne of the reasons 
why railway rates in this country were high 
was because the railways had not sufficient 
traffic. An increase in the number of in 
dustries would. remedy this. 

With regard to Post Office facilities, Mr. 
Blythe said that they could never hope to 
have the same postal facilities, without loss, 
as in Britain, except by the promotion of 
industries and the increase of their town 
populations. The Government had taken 
steps to promote industries, and as a result of 
its policy over 10,000 people were employed 
In industries in the Irish Free State who 
might otherwise be idle. People could not 
have all they asked for and yet expect. lower 
taxation. There was no gold mine under 
Merrion street. The people who made big 
promises and at the same time said that they 
were going to lower taxation were treating 
the electors with contempt. 

“* We,” added Mr. Blythe, ' do not make 
big promises. We only say that during the 
period that we have had control of the 
country we have done as much as any group 
of men could do. We only promise that we 
shall continue to do the work of the country in 
the way that we have been doing it.”

have recently seen in connection with 
these elections, he said, a sneer at records.

We 
claim that the best guide that the people 
could have is their experience, and we appeal 
to that experience and not to any imagina- 
tions.

If there is a multiplicity of parties returned 
to the Dail, and if no party is sufficiently 
strong to form an independent Government, 
then we should be f with a very serious 
situation indeed. We should have, in all 
probability, a political crisis, with, conse- 
quently, loss of credit. There could be no 
real policy made effective and no reasonable 
act done. Politically we would be condemned 
to live prom hand to mouth, What the 
Government Party aims at is to go back not 
only with undiminished, but with increased 
strength. This, it feels, is necessary for the 
welfare of the country for the coming years. 
With a strong party returned to power the 
work of national reconstructiom can go on 
unimpaired, 

Continuing, Professor O'Sullivan said:—

MR. BURKE AT NENAGH.

THE TRUTH ABOUT TARIFFS. 


From Our Sprecira, REPRESENTATIVE,. 
NENAGH, Sunday. 

Mr. Seamus Burke, Minister for Local 
Government, spoke at meetings held in 
Toomevara in the morning and in the Town 
Hall, Nenagh, in the afternoon. The Rev. P. 
O’Halloran, C.C., bath presided. 

Mr. Burke said that high taxation was one 
of the main objections to the Government at 
the present time. It was one of the things 
that sheng most heavily on the people, He 
had n blamed because he had not sanc- 
tioned an all-round cut of 10 per cent, in 
the ‘salaries of officials, which had been pro- 

by a county council. He had refused 
in the interests of efficiency and economy. 
This method d by the county council 
was nough and ready and altogether inequit- 
able. There were some officials whose salarics 
were too high, but then, again, there were 
officials whose salaries had never been in- 
creased. The salaries of other officials, again, 
were protected by Acts of Parliament to the 
extent that if he started reducing them they 
would go out on pension, and the cost of the 
pension, together with the salaries of the 
officials who replaced these men, would be a 
heavier burden on the ratepayers. They were 
not out for extravagant salaries, but he would 
cut down expenditure wherever possible. 

Referring to the record of the Government, 
Mr. Burke said that it was not an infallible 

ide as to what they could do in the future, 
Pat it was the best test of their capacity. In 
the past one of the greatest weaknesses of 
Ireland was that she had no power; England 
was a strong country, and the reason given 
was that she had a great coal supply. ey 
were a weak and miserable country, because 
they had no such natural] resources of power. 
They had now remedied that by the establish- 
ment of the Shannon powez scheme. They 
could rely on that for future industrial de- 
velopment, if the people had the ability to 
use their oppertunities. He believed that the 
people had plenty of capacity to attain 
to high standards of efficiency in industrial 
production. Agriculture was the main in- 
dustry in the country, and it was no good 
trying to create industries and factories unless 
they had something to develop. There were 
two elements in the country at present. The 
protection interests had gone out ‘‘ whole 
hog”’ for the protecting everything, no matter 
what effect it would leave on the country. 
On the other hand, there were free traders, 
who were out against tariffs and who said 
that tariffs sent up the cost of living. The 
Government had not fallen in with one or 
other of these points of view; they had taken 
the middle course when they set up the Tariff 
Commission. There was nothing more difficult 
to decide than what effect a tariff would have, 
and the ordinary man in the street was not 
qualified to decide whether a tariff would do 
harm or good to the country as a whole. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S POLICY. 

Speaking on the slums of Dublin, which, he 
said, was the result of conditions over which 
they had had no control, Mr. Burke said that 
they had carried out more building and re- 
construction schemes to relieve congestion 
than had been done in the previous thirty 
years, and they intended to undertake more 
works along these lines, High taxation would 
probably have to be borne by the people fo 
some time yet, but the people could help the 
Government to cut it down by putting their 
shoulders to the wheel and increasing pro- 
duction. The Government, for their part, had 
cut down expenditure, and intended to con- 
tinue that policy in the future. They had 
known how heed: it had been to make.things 
meet in the past, and had been chastened by 
the experience of practical administration,but he 
claimed that they had laid foundations of 
prosperity. He could not say if,they would 
absolutely achieve prosperity in the next 
term of office, because there were factors 
over wnich they had no control, and because 
all countries were economically winter- 
dependent on one another.

THE GOVERNMENT’S RECORD. 

Captain W. A. Redmond, T.D., who ad- 
dressed a meeting at Tullamore yesterday, 
which was presided over by Mr. P, Canning- 
ham, said that many claims were made by 
this Government for a continuance of the 
confidence of the people of the Saorstat. They 
claimed that they had restored law and order, 
and he wanted to give them credit for 1t; 
but that was their business, and no special 
thanks were due to them from the people of 
Ireland for so doing. In that action they 
had the good-will, support, and co-operation 
of all sane and patriotic men of all parties 
within and without the Dail, without which 
law and order could not have been restored. 
The Government went further, and said quite | 
recentiy that they, and they alone, could 
carry on the government of this country, that 
no other set of men could be found within 
the four shores of the Free State who are fit 
to take their place. So nonsensical and 
arrogant and impudent was that claim that 
they had dropped it like a hot potato. 
(Laughter.) Never was such a claim made 
by the greatest statesmen of any country. 
ren Mussolini himself would hardly say 
that Italy would crumple to pieces if he was 
not ruling. 

What loss would it be, he asked, if the 
present Government was not returned at this 
coming election? Who will suffer, and what 
class in the community will be the losers * 
Will it be the old age pensioners; whose 
miserable pittance has been docked by the 
present Government Will the various impor- 
tant interests which have been attacked and 
threatened with confiscation, such as the 
licensed trade throughout the country, suffer 
if they are not returned? Will people who 
have invested small or large sums in legiti- 
mate business interests in this country lose 
if another set of men is put into power?. 
What about the farmers? What would the 
farmers lose if the present Government is 
not returned? They may point out what has 
been done for the farmers by the great beet 
scheme in the County Carlow. That is all 
very well, but it is at least distinctly local, 
and does not affect the general welfare of the 
farmer, particularly the small farmer. Sugar 
costs as much as ever, and farmers have to 
provide in their capacity as taxpayers them- 
selves a sum of £5,000,000, although they 
were told that it would not be more than 
£2,000,000. What had the Government done 
for the small farmer in the poorer districts ” 
Mr. Hogan told the poor struggling farmers 
that if they cannot pay, of if they have nc 
intention of paying, they can go to the devil. 
What loss wouid it be to the farmers if Mr. 
Hogan was sent about his business? 


ANOTHER SET OF QUESTIONS. 

There was a rumour that the Farmers’ 
Party in the Dail was about to amalgamate 
with, or to be swallowed up by, the Govern- 
ment. Well, the Farmers’ Party in the Dail 
was one thing, but the farmers of Ireland 
were another thing; and he was quite satis- 
fied that, although the Government might 
buy the Farmers’ Party by promises of sup- 
port, there would be no purchase of the 
ood-will of the Irish fammer, What had the 
yovernment done for unemployment? Would 
it be any loss to the unemployed if the 
Government were turned out of office? What 
about the traders of the towns, who were 
injuriously affected by the new system of 
central buying? Those traders formerly sup- 

lied goods to local institutions in towns, 
like Tullamore and Kilbeggan. That was 
done away with, and a central body in Dub- 
lin was supplying; and, instead of the prices 
of goods decreasing, they had actually in- 
creased, He got an instance of that in the 
County Mayo, where an article, costing 
locally 3s. 6d., was invoiced from the Central 
Suints Department at 13s. 6d. Representa- 
tive public bodies had had thew wings 
clipped by the present Government, who told 
them that the people’s representatives would 
have no say in any appointments, and none 
of the control which they were previously en- 
titled to exercise. 

He then referred tv the Government. 
measure with regard to racing, and said that 
no one would deny that, if the present bet- 
ting tax was continued, racing and its kindred 
and allied pursuits were doomed, and the 
horse-breeding industry, one of the greatest 
in the country, was doomed, They knew 
the position of the brewing and distilling in- 
dustry, which the Government had helped to 
kill by excessive exci8e duty; and farmers 
could get no price for their barley, and had 
to mt as a loss. After referrmg to his 
action with regard to town tenants, Captain 
Redmond said that they had heard a great 
deal about the cultivation of the Irish 
language. He was in favour of the Irish 
language, and of preserving it. and teach- 
ing it, but was not in favour of compulsion. 
which would lead to the destruction and

| detestation of the language. 


Referring to the recent West Cork occur- 
rence of a family dying from starvation, he 
said that the Government should give up 
sending around their inspectors and teachers 
teaching compulsory Irish, and should in- 
stead fill the bellies of the: starving people 
in the Gaeltacht. They knew what was 
thought of the ex-Service men in Merrion 
street. What did the Government do for 
them’ As an ex-Service man said to him, 
regarding the War Memorial, “ They have 
shown their hands now, but we will use our 
fingers in the ballot at the general election."’

RESULT OF THE ELECTIONS. 

Addressing a meeting of the Mational 
League in Dobbyn’s Hotel, Tipperas:, on 
Saturday, Captain Redmond said th:\ the 
presence of two old members of the Irish 
Party and their supporters showed that the 
national spirit was still alive, and would show 
itself at the elections. 

Referring to the Gaeltacht, he said that 
they had been hearing a lot about the people 
of these districts, but those people had not 
got any assistance. In West Cork a whole 
family had been wiped out by starvation, an 
occurrence which, had it happened under the 
British reyime, would have provoked an out- 
cry of condemnation from one side of the 
country to the other. Were the Government 
indispensable? Mr. Cosgrave and his col- 
leagues might go to Adrigole and ask the 
question. There was only one class of people 
who woulg. suffer by the overthrow of the 
Government, and that is the Government 
themselves, and they know it. The Govern- 
ment had failed politically and economically. 
The remedy for the grievances under which 
the country suffered to-day was to get rid of 
them. 

Mr. T. J: Condon, a former M.P., said that 
upon the results of the election would depend 
whether the country would get a chance of 
regaining prosperity or would continue to 
head towards national bankruptcy. When 
they considered the present. deplorable con- 
ditions in the eountry, how could they listen 
to the claims of the Government for a renewal 
of the people’s confidence.

PROBLEMS FOR 


SOCIAL 
SOLUTION. 

Mr. William Norton, T.D., and Mr. Thomas 
Nagle, T.D., addressed a meeting at Dundrum 
yesterday afternoon in furtherance of the 
Labour election campaign in Dublin County. 

Mr. Norton said that there was a rude 
awakening in store for those who expected 
the people to cast their votes on purely 
political issues. After an experience of five 
years the public were realising that it was 
economic and socia! auestions that mattered, 
and any attempt to revive a debate on. the 
Treaty or the oath would get very little 
sympathy from the electors as a body. Big- 
social probiems were awaiting solution, and 
the people expected that an effort. would be 
made to deal with those before their represen- 
tatives indulged in academic debates, 

The Governmenit’s remedy for unemploy- 
ment appeared to be low wages, longer hours, 
and bad social conditions. That policy would 
not. bring prosperity but ruin for the in- 
dustries and misery for the people of the 
country. It was only by paying the worker 
high wages to enable him to purchase home- 
manufactured commodities and by passing 
beneficial social legislation that the standard 
of living of the common people would be 
raised. 

Mr. Nagle dealt mainly with house rents 
and housing, and said that the Rent Restric- 
tions Act, which was to expire in 1929, should 
have been kept in force until there was a 
sufficiency of houses to meet the needs of the 
people.

ENTERING THE DAIL. 


“ UNEXAMPLED OPPOR-

Mr. M. J. O’Mullane, the Independent Re- 
publican candidate for Dublin (South City}, 
addressed a large meeting in Lombard street, 
Dublin, yesterday.

LONG TERM LOANS. 

Mr. William Hogan, Vice-Chairman, 
Nenagh Urban Council, and President of the 
Nation: | Organisation of Town Tenants, said 
that the Town Tenants Act had broken down 
as far as the sr all holders --ere concerned. 
The gréat difficulty of putting the Act into 
operation was that there were so, many: 
interests involved in the ownership of houses. 
He thought that local authorities should be 

ut in the position of purchasing smal! hold- 
ings in trust for the tenants. The whole 
ambition of the organisation to: which he 
belonged was that every man should own 
his own house. He wanted the entire pur- 
chase money to be advanced to the purchaser. 

Chairman (Mr. Justice Creed Meredith)— 
That would be impossible. There must be 
some margin. Do you mean that the tenant 
should not advance any of the money ?—Yes. 

Chairman—At present the amount of the 
advance is one-fifth. Do you say that that 
is too much, or do you think that one-tenth 
would be enough ?—It would be better than 
one-fifth; but would not the local authority 
have security in the property ? 

Chairman—Perhaps not for the entire 
I do not think that that is an 
economic “proposition at all. 

Further questioned by the Chairman, 
witness said that leaseholders should get ex- 
tension of thei: leases, or, as an alternative, 
the right to purchase their houses. 

REPAYMENT OF ADVANCES. 

Mr. J. F. Owens, Housing Section, Depart- 
ment of Local Government, said that the 
objects of the Small Dwellings Acquisition 
Acts was to facilitate the acquisition of 
dwellinghouses by intending resident pur- 
chasers. The Acts enabled local authorities 
to make loans for this purpose, and applied 
to urban and rural districts. The market 
value of a house in respect of which an 
advance might be made was limited to 90 
per cent. of the market value. The period 
of repayment of advances should not exceed 
50 years. The rate of interest was fixed by 
the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health, with the approval of the 
Minister for F.mance. 

The parent Act was passed in 1899, the 
total mumber of houses purchased in the 
Free State being 565, of which 358 were in 
Dublin, The amount advanced under the 
Acts was approximately £100,000. The 
limited activities could be due to many 
circumstances which obtained prior to the 

‘War. There was little difficulty in: 


} securing possession of a suitable small house 


at a low inclusive weekly rent, and once in 
possession, ten re was reasonably secure. For 
this reason the average small house occupier 
was loth to undertake the purchase of his 
house, with the attendant liability for rates 


i and repairs. 


POST-WAR CONDITIONS. 

The altered circumstances which followed 
the war, and the happenings during subse- 
quent years in this country, would have 
resul in greatly increased activity under 
the Acts had local authorities been then in a 
position to raise funds out of which to make 
advances, because the house shortage became 
so acute that, generally speaking, the only 
way to obtain possession of a house was to 
purchase it, and, if already in possession, 
purchase became an essential safeguard 

ainst disturbance. Furthermore, virtually 
all other sources of borrowing for house 
purchase were closed. 

There was no doubt that at present, if 
loans could be made available to local 
authorities for the purpose, the Acts would 
be widely availed of, and would stimulate 
house production by private persons, as it 
would facilitate the disposal of houses pro- 
vided by speculative builders. 

In England the Acts had been amended to 
enable loans to be made to persons building 
houses for their own occupation, and advances 
up to 50 percent. of the value of the work done 
were made as the work progressed. Also the 
limitation on the market value of houses in 
respect of which adwances might. be made had 
been increased to £1,200. In this way they 
brought the Acts stiii further into play in the 
solution of the housing blem. 

PUBLIC HEALTH. 

Mr. DPD. O'Callaghan, General Secretary, 

Town Tenants’ League, said that every worker 


enabled hy suitable employment to provide 
food, clothes and education for himself and 
his family, be also provided with a ‘suitable 
house, the rent of which would be well within 
his earning copotiiy. Present-day conditions 
gave very little assistance towards providing 
a house within the means of the working man 
earning 30s. to 60s. a week. 

The Government had given substantial as- 
sistance towards the building of houses during 
the past few years, but he was oí opinion 
that. such assistance had not been applied to 
the most ar anges | eases. Subsidies had been 
given for the building. of houses to persons 
earning large salaries. The housing problem 
should. be approached from the public health 
point of view, bearing in mind that children 
reared in unhealthy surroundings could not be 
an asset to the nation. 

They saw from the purchase of Savings 
Certificates that the citizens were naturally 
thrifty, and, if house purchase or building 
certificates were similarly issued, the numbers 
availing of them would be of immense pro- 


portions. 
LONG-TERM LOANS.

motor boats. These are each of 22,500 gross 
tonnage, and the new ship is to be designed 
to requir 25,000 to 30,000 tons.’ It is pos- 
sible that she may exceed the latter figure, 
and rival the Italian-built Augustus, 31,000 
tons, which no-v holds the world's record in

The final decision as to design is to be 
taken immediately, and the keel of the new 
ship will be’ laid im the Belfast yard before 
the end of this month. She will take a year 
and nine months pat pn and will find 
employment, for a ually inereasing num- 
wr of men,’ beginning. with three or four 
hundred, and rising to about two thousand. 

She will be driven by Harland-Burmeister 
and Wain Diesel engines—also to be built in 
Belfast—similar to those installed in the 
Alcantara and Asturias. ‘Lord Kylsant, it is 
understood, has been impressed: by the re: | 
sults achieved in these vessels—he is head 
of the Royal-Mail Steam “Packet Company, 
as well..as-of.the White Star Line and of 
Harland and Wolff—and ‘he believes that 
these engines’ afford considerable scope for

The new vessel is not to be confused with 
the big steamer which the White Star Line 
also proposes to build in Belfast: The latter

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ESCAPED FROM JAIL. | 
WEXFORD MAN RETURNED 
FOR TRIAL. 

Aidan Kirwan, Ferns. Co. Wexford, was 
returned for trial on “last Saturday by 
District. Justice. MacCabe at Waterford. 
Kirwan was charged. with unlawfully escap- 
ing from. Ballybricken Jail, Waterford, on

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RELIEF FOR LOUTH 
FARMERS. 
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ILARGE POTATO SHIPMENTS 


TO THE CONTINENT. 


During the past week thousands of tons of 
potatoes which had lain in the pits in Cooley, 
North Louth, have been shipped to the Conti- 
nent, and the bulk of the surplus crop of last 
year has now been disposed of. 

At the end of February there was a very 
considerable amount of potatoes unshipped 
from this area—which is one of the largest 
potato-growing districts in the .world—and 
with virtually no demand from the English 
factors, who generally take the bulk of the 
Cooley crop, the position of the . farmers 
seemed very serious. The inability of the 
growers to dispose of their crops in Dundalk 
} markets, owing to the Departmental! regula- 
tions governing the movement of potatoes 
from a scheduled black scab area, only 
worséned the position. 

Within recent. weeks there had been many 
inquiries for big supplies from Continental 
countries, and since then theré has been 
plenty of bustle at Greehore port and in the 
adjoining mainland, where potato growing has 
been indulged in on a very large scale. Cargoes 
have been shipped to Bordeaux.. Boulogne, 
Rouen, and other ports, and during the past 
week a cargo of a thousand tons was shipped 
by the s.s. Ellen.; 

This was bound for Portugal, and the ship- 
ment 1s said to be the largest individual con- 
signment of potatoes.ever sent from the Free 
State. This vessel was stowed and loaded in 
a little over one day. «Consignments have 
also been sent from Cooley ta Italy and 
Venezuela. fé ; 

It is learned that the position of farmers in 
Down and Antrim is much less fayourable, 
there being almost 50 per cent. of their potato 
stocks still on hands, .

Not a day passes’ but that companies 
issue reports telling a tale of -restricted 
trade, of high fuel costs, réduced profits, 
dividends lowered, or passed altogether. 
This reduction of spending power must 
affect in some measure the national 
finances in the coming year, for the corpus 
of taxable income must be smaller than 
would have been the case if we had avoided 
last year’s stoppages.

Chancellor. undertook to abolish the three 
years’ average basis of assessment for tax- 
ing the-profits of companies, and to sub-

profits of the preceding year, beginning 
with the current year (1927-28). 

In some circles the fear bas been enter- 
tained that as 1926 earnings have been so 
heavily reduced, the Chancellor might seek 
a postponement of the change for at least 
one year. It is to be hoped, however, that 
this will be avoided. But the fact that 
business men have thought fit to insure 
themselves against this risk indicates the 
seriousness of their apprehensions with 
regard to to-day's Budget. 

An ex-financial secretary to the Treasury 
suggests. that the choice before the 
Chancellor is between a raiding of ‘the 
sinking fund and an increase in taxation. 
The general view is that he will use the 
latter alternative. In City circles it seems 
to be generally anticipatéd that, as last 
year the income tax failed to play its part 
as expected, it may be raised slightly.
